David conceived the plan of erecting a permanent building in which 
Israel could worship Jehovah to replace the plan of a temporary 
Tabernacle which was given to Moses in the wilderness. First 
Chronicles 22:8 tells why David was forbidden to carry out the idea. 
It therefore remained for his son Solomon to erect the Temple, al- 
though David selected the site and helped with preliminary arrange- 
ments. It was the most wonderful structure the world has ever 
known. When Israel later apostatized, it was desecrated by un- 
speakable sacrilege. Vandals plundered its gold, silver and precious 
things. Finally the Chaldeans razed it to the ground. The present 
Mohammedan Mosque is regarded by many Jews as a curse to the 
spot which was first made holy through the sacrifice offered by 
father Abraham. The huge dome, 177 feet in diameter, is directly 
above the Sacred Rock which is said to be the original stone used 
by Abraham in worship. We know prophetically, that ’ere long an- 
other Jewish Temple will be erected here, in which the “Abomina- 
tion of Desolation”, referred to in Matthew 24:15 will be placed. 
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What Plymouth Rock Means

RS. Winrod and I of- 

ten speak of the thrill 
of expectancy which we 
experienced the first time 
we made the trip from 
Boston, thirty-seven miles 
south and east, to Ply- 
mouth, Massachusetts. 
The region is gloriously 
rich in historical romance. 
All along the way our 
memories were refreshed 
by sacred landmarks hav- 
ing to do with the birth of 
our Republic. 

We were occupied with thoughts of 
the early Christian Pilgrims who set- 
tled in this district upon their arrival 
from Europe. It is an incentive to holy 
living just to meditate upon the noble 
lives of those settlers who braved the 
ocean with frail boats in search for a 
new home where they might enjoy the 
blessings of religious liberty. 

We were anxious for a look at Ply- 
mouth Rock. I hardly know just what 
we expected to see. But I do recall that 
we were keenly disappointed to find 
only a comparatively small granite 
boulder sheltered by a protecting por- 
tico. We had heard so much about Ply- 
mouth Rock! And now all we saw was 
a mere stone about the size of the steps 
that lead up to the front porch of your 
home. 

True, the famous Rock was situated 
at the ocean’s edge. And rising well 
nigh perpendicular behind the Rock was 
Cole’s Hill, where during the terrible 
first winter in America the Pilgrims 
buried half their number, leveling the 
graves and sowing them with grain in 
the spring to conceal their losses from 
the Indians. Nearby were the graves 
of William Bradford and others of the 
original Pilgrims. Plymouth’s Regis- 
try Building contains the will of Myles 
Standish, and many other historical 
documents of great value. 

Gazing down upon the Rock a long 
time, our minds went back three cen- 
turies to that winter’s day, December 
21, 1620, when the Mayflower pulled 
into this identical spot. We visualized 
the little group of pious Christian be- 
lievers as they landed and knelt at that 
very place. With tear-stained, up- 
lifted faces, they thanked the great God 
Who had preserved and led them to a 
continent which could be to them “the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave.” 

Their firm belief in God, their deep 
knowledge of the power of prayer, their 
absolute faith in the Bible as the in- 
spired Word of God, their natural ap- 
preciation of the importance of moral 
standards, their adventurous spirit, 
their dauntless courage! Ah, did any 
other nation ever have such a glorious 
heritage! 

Having separated from the Church of 
England, religious persecution had driv- 
en them to Amsterdam and Leyden. 
And at last they reached the new home 
for which their hearts had longed. 
We began to see, that day, more in 
Plymouth Rock than a mere granite 
boulder. We thought we saw some- 
thing of what it stood for. We recog- 





nized in it a symbol of re- 
ligious liberty and rugged 
morality. We were again 
made conscious of the fact 
that America was conceiv- 
ed in prayer, born in re- 
ligious liberty, and cradled 
in true Christianity. 

It seemed that the first 
winter that these good 
people spent in America 
would never come to an 
end. The suffering they 
endured was beyond de- 
scription. They were un- 
acquainted with weather conditions. 
They knew not what to expect. They 
came wholly unprepared for the hard- 
ships which they encountered. The wild 
animals and the Indians, the exposure 
to the cold, the lack of heat and ade- 
quate clothing, the need of food and 
shelter, all combined to make life a 
daily struggle. One by one, the icy 
hand of death was laid upon the little 
group until half their number was laid 
to rest in strange soil, under snow- 
covered graves. 

But Spring came at last. The frozen 
ground began to thaw and moisten. 
The ice melted. The snow disappeared. 
A carpet of green grass was laid down 
to walk upon. Flowers pushed their 
way up through the soil. Birds started 
singing and building nests. Sap came 
up in the trees, the leaves and bursting 
buds appeared, and after that the fruit. 
The earth seemed to beckon for plant- 
ers. Crops were soon under way. The 
Pilgrims were yet confronted with try- 
ing problems and challenging hardships, 
but now at least they had a chance, a 
fighting chance. They worked. And they 
prayed. Above all, they trusted God. 


Then came the first harvest season, 
the harvest moon, and with it a time 
of merry-making. The precious grain 
was garnered and stored up for the 
second winter. The soil gave an abund- 
ant yield and the first thing the Pilgrim 
Fathers did was to set apart a day for 
THANKSGIVING as soon as harvest 
was over. 

This practice was continued as an 
annual event. It was not a mere formal- 
ity. Nor was it a time of feasting and 
dissipation. Thanksgiving was not, to 
them, a holiday spree. It was a sacred 
season. A time of prayer, retrospec- 
tion, heart-searching, genuine devotion, 
and sincere Thanksgiving for, “every 
good gift and every perfect gift from 
above.” 

Different dates were chosen by dif- 
ferent colonies, as the day for Thanks- 
giving but it has been a custom since 
the earliest period of American history 
to designate one day of each year for 
the sole purpose of turning our 
thoughts Godward. During the Revo- 
lutionary War, the Continental Con- 
gress adhered rigidly to this plan. 
President Madison, in response to reso- 
lutions of Congress, set apart a day 
for Thanksgiving at the close of the 
War of 1812. By 1858 proclamations 
appointing a day of Thanksgiving were 
issued by the Governors of twenty-five 
States and two Territories. It re- 
mained for the righteous Lincoln to ap- 





point the last Thursday of November 
1864 as the ideal date, and each Presi- 
dent since has followed his example.

United States Senator Borah said in 
a speech on October 14th, 1933: “We are 
facing the possibility of another war.

While those who 
must do the fighting and dying if war 
comes are petitioning for peace, for the 
lifting of the burden of armaments, 
those who will not shed one drop of 
their own ignoble blood or imperil one 
hair of their recreant heads are appar- 
ently leading on toward another armed 
conflict. 

“When the Versailles treaty was 
signed, the defeated nations were dis- 
armed. They were not only disarmed, 
but they were impoverished, hungry 
and helpless. What was there against 
which the victor nations should arm? 
Why should they not carry out the 
pledge made in the Versailles treaty 
and disarm; instead they began arm- 
ing on a stupendous scale.” 

Why did the U. S. go to War? 

When the seeds of war finally began 
to take root in the U. S., the people 
were wondering which side the Country 
would join, in the European conflict. 
The U. S. had nothing against the Ger- 
man people. In fact, many of Ameri- 
ca’s_ most religious, law-abiding and 
thrifty communities were German set- 
tlements. 


Remember that Hitlerland has al- 
ways been anti-Semitic. Historically, 
Germany has been against the Jews. 

Was it a coincidence that Jewish sen- 
timent began to be mobilized against 
Germany in the U. S. prior to our en- 
trance into the War. Statesmen say 
that the Wilson Administration was un- 
der Jewish domination. It has been 
called, “A term of Jewish rule as ab- 
solute as that which exists in Russia.” 

When the World War ended, the 
American people finally decided to in- 
vestigate and try to find out what the 
quarrel had been about. So a commit- 
tee of prominent Congressmen began 
an inquiry. They questioned various 
leaders including Mr. Bernard M. Bar- 
uch, the world’s super-Jew of Wall 
Street, who recently loaned Mr. Hugh 
Johnsun to the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion to become NRA Industrial Dictator.

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The Great Northern Confederacy

66 fy the name of the city shall be 
Hamonah.” 


What a city that will be! Little 
known today, it is destined to become 
the greatest earthly metropolis. The 
millions of London and New York will 
fade into insignificance when compared 
with Hamonah. Gigantic in size, demo- 
cratic in government, quiet and peace- 
ful in character, it will be permanently 
situated among the hills of Palestine. 
It is with the founding of this great 
city Hamonah and its cosmopolitan 
population that this article is concerned. 


In Ezekiel 39:16 we read: “And also 
the name of the city shall be Hamo- 
nah.” Chapters 38 and 39 of that 
prophecy predict the formation of a 
great Confederacy of Nations. Be- 
eause these nations are all north of 
Palestine, we call it “The Great North- 
ern Confederacy.” Of the composition, 
character, cause, and confusion of this 
confederacy Ezekiel is very clear, leav- 
ing no room or misunderstanding but 
yielding a mighty incentive to do the 
whole will of God. 


The Composition of the Confederacy 

In the first six verses of Ezekiel 38, 
eight national names are listed: Magog, 
Meshech, Tubal, Persia, Ethiopia, Lib- 
ya, Gomer, and Togarmah. According 
to the light we now have, the modern 
counterpart of these nations is: Rus- 
sia, representing the first three; Persia, 
still known by that name; Ethiopia, for 
years known as Abyssinia; Libya, the 
nation west of Egypt; Germany, the an- 
cient Gomer or Gomerland; Turkey, 
representing Togarmah. 


However, we need to compare the 
American Standard Revised Version 


_of the Bible because, if we interpret 


Ethiopia and Libya as the African na- 
tions bearing those names, we disrupt 


the Roman Empire of Daniel’s prophe- 


cy. Of course this is possible, and if 
so, just one more cause of trouble 
ahead. But to the Revised: “Persia, 
Cush, and Put (Phut, King James Ver- 
sion) with them, all of them with shield 
and helmet”. Now Cush and Phut were 
the first and third sons of Ham, Gen- 
esis 10:6, descendants of whom sep- 
arated, some settling in Africa, others 
in Asia around the Caspian Sea near 
Magog and Tubal. It will probably be 
Asiatic Hamites who will join Russia 
in their attack on the Israelites. Ham- 
ites sought to prevent Israel’s location 
in the Land the first time, they will 
be among those who will seek the same 
end the last time. 


Of the identity of Russia under the 
names Magog, Meshech, and Tubal, 
there can be no doubt. The American 
Revised is even more conclusive than 
the King James, for we read: “Son of 
man, set thy face toward Gog, of the 
land of Magog, the prince of Rosh, 
Meshech, and Tubal, and prophecy 
against him.” Rosh is Russia, Meshech 
is Moscow, Tubal is Tobolsk. Had the 
Bolshevists known they were fulfilling 
Bible prophecy by moving the capital 
from St. Petersburg to Moscow, they 
doubtless would not have been so oblig- 
ing. Russia will be the leader and 


guiding spirit of this confederacy with 
Prince Gog the chief. 


The Character of the Confederacy 

Anti-God, anti-Jew, anti-Christianity, 
it will be predominantly anti. Ger- 
many is the only one of these six na- 
tions which has been greatly touched by 
New Testament Christianity. Martin 
Luther and the Reformation were both 
born in Germany. But rationalism has 
nearly destroyed the Reformer’s work 
in that land. Russia is the land where 
it is said: “God is dead.” God says: “I 
am against thee, O Gog, the chief prince 
of Meshech and Tubal”. Russia is the 
land where all churches have been de- 
stroyed, where Christians are banished 
to starve and freeze, where people who 
mention the name of God in public are 
killed at once. 


It will be anti-Jewish in its character. 
Such expressions as “against the moun- 
tains of Israel”, “thou shalt think an 
evil thought”, “to take a spoil and to 
take a prey”, reveal their anti-Jewish 
attitude. And while today Russia is 
ruled by Jews, she is not ruled by THE 
Jews, “for they are not all Israel, which 
are of Israel”. Stalin and Litvinoff 
would kill an Orthodox Jew with as 
much joy as they would a Christian. 
No change of policy will have to come 
in Russia before Ezekiel 38 and 39 are 
fulfilled. 


The Cause of the Confederacy 


The dream of a world dominion, with 
Moscow the capital, is one of the causes 
of this Confederacy. One of the results 
of “becoming as gods” in Eden is the 
lust for power. Nimrod had it, Nebu- 
chadnezzar and Alexander both had it. 
It is some kind of a bug which stings 
certain individuals, resulting in a dis- 
ease known as Empireitis. Symptoms 
of the disease are a feverish head and 
a hardening of the heart. Napoleon 
was subject to this disease, the Kaiser 
had it, and now Stalin has a severe 
case of it. 


But it will take gold to finance this 
nightmare. Russia has never had any 
gold, Germany claims to be bankrupt, 
Turkey and Persia are, so a gold supply 
from an outside source will have to be 
discovered. Just now Russia is looking 
to America. What immediate success 
she will have, remains to be seen, but 
according to Ezekiel, the day will come 
when Prince Gog will see in Palestine 
the wealth he will so sorely need.

The gold center is destined to shift 
its present location. Jerusalem one day 
will be headquarters for gold. Anti- 
semitism in many countries is causing 
the Jews to invest millions in Palestine. 
Tae Jew will take his gold with him 
when he embarks for his old Home. 
The soil of Palestine will produce 
wealth under his skill, the Dead Sea 
will yield amazing returns and this, 
coupled with his inherent ability to 
make money anywhere, will make Jeru- 
salem the Wall Street of the world. In 
this state of wealth the Jew will con- 
sider himself completely safe and se- 
cure.

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At this point of the story we read, 
concerning the Russian Confederacy: 
“And thou shalt say, I will go up to 
the land of unwalled villages; I will 
go to them that are at rest, that dwell 
safely, all of them dwelling without 
walls, and having neither bars nor 
gates, To take a spoil, and to take a 
prey.” These northern nations will see 
the wealth of Israel; no navy, no army, 
no forts, apparently no protection what- 
ever, and will decide to have it for 
themselves., They will come into the 
“mountains of Israel” with an army 
“like a cloud to cover the land.” “The 
nations will not interfere because they 
are against ithe Jews themselves and 
then they have been so shot through 
with the doctrines of Communism that 
they cannot fight anyway and, what is 
more, God is dead.”—Thus will they 
reason.

The Confusion of the Confederacy 


First of all, there will be earthly op- 
position. Says God: “Sheba and Dedan, 
and the merchants of Tarshish, with all 
the young lions thereof, shall say unto 
thee, Art thou come to take a spoil?” 
England and “all the young lions there- 
of” will obstruct the way to Israel’s 
gold. The “old lion” is certainly Eng- 
land, then the “young lions” are prob- 
ably her colonies—Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, etc., and possibly the 
United States of America. Just when 
this prophecy will become history, we 
cannot exactly say but sometime dur- 
ing the Seventieth Week of Daniel. 
The writer is inclined to believe that 
this is one glimpse of Armageddon and 
that, with England, will be the armies 
of the then resurrected Roman Empire.

There will be heavenly opposition. 
God is not dead, just Czar Nicholas II 
is dead. The God of Israel is still on 
the throne, all He has been waiting for 
is this last, final opposition to Him. It 
is written: “And I will plead against 
him with pestilence and with blood; and 
I will rain upon him, and upon his 
bands, and upon the many people that 
are with him, an overflowing rain, and 
great hailstones, fire, and brimstone.” 
The confusion and slaughter that will 
result is beyond description, for “I will 
turn thee back, and leave but the sixth 
part of thee.” 


The City Hamonah 


The present population of these six 
nations, excluding the Slavs not now 
under the Soviets, is something like 
250,000,000. God says that of those 
millions “but the sixth part” shall be 
left. 200,000,000 therefore, will be 
slain, the large part of them “on the 
mountains of Israel” together with 
horses and mules and other animals. 
Their blood will fertilize the soil. of the 
Holy Land,—blood fertilizer. “Seven 
months shall the house of Israel be 
burying of them.” What a city of the 
dead, none of which will go in the first 
resurrection but sleep the sleep of the 
wicked dead throughout the Millennium, 
an ever-present testimony to the reality 
and holiness of God. Tourists from the 


four corners of the earth will look with 
astonishment upon the city of the dead 
where Russia’s millions will rest. “And 
the name of the city shall be Hamon- 
ah”, which by interpretation is “the 
city of the multitude.” 


When Shall These Things Be? 

The time is at hand. How near we 
are to these startling, stupendous 
events every thinking person should be 
able to see. Bismark, the Iron Chancel- 
lor, always maintained that Russia was 
an Asiatic and not a European nation 
and should be dealt with accordingly. 
In more recent years nearly all states- 
men of Europe have departed from this 
view until even England recognized Red 
Russia. But more, the Labor Party, 
with strong Socialistic tendencies, swept 
Ramsay MacDonald into power. Eng- 
land was then turning more and more 
toward Russia. 


But what has happened? Mr. Mac- 
Donald thought more of England than 
he did of the Labor Party so that they 
rejected him as a candidate. He took 
his case to the people, running for Eng- 
land’s highest office on his own name 
and reputation, and was elected by one 
of the largest majorities ever given a 
Prime Minister. Thus the dividing 
line between “Tarshish” and “Magog” 
was drawn anew. 


Then came the Dominion Trade Con- 


ference between the Old Lion and all 
the Young Lions, held in Canada. It 
was there decided that Englishmen 
should trade with Englishmen and not 
put money in the coffers of Soviet Rus- 
sia while Canadians and Australians 
starved for lack of markets. Russia 
is feeling the pinch of this agreement 
and is now begging for American recog- 
nition. 


On the other hand, while England 
has turned away, the Great Northern 
Confederacy becomes nearer and nearer 
a fact of history. The North and the 
East loom up out of the night under 
the light of the “great Red dawn”. 
They believe that Bolshevism is the 
dawning of a new day for them but 
they will discover it is nothing but a 
cold, Russian midnight Sun soon to set 
in deep gloom, only broken by the ris- 
ing of “the Sun of Righteousness with 
healing in His wings”. Dear Defender 
Reader, will you “be among the number 
when the saints go marching in” or, 
should the Lord come for His own today 
thus leaving you behind, would you be 
a candidate for the city of Hamonah?

Deep Or Shallow Thinking? 


HIS is a wonderful age for litera- 

ture and reading, but it is not noted 
for deep thinking. Yet for the great 
things of God and nature, some deep 
thinking is needed. The Bible and the 
Christian religion are first of all di- 
vine, yet are reasonable, philosophic, 
scientific, meeting the universal and 
deepest needs of the human soul. A 
superficial thought or view may not 
grasp this point, but deep thinking will 
make it plain. This is what Lord Ba- 
con, one of the world’s greatest phil- 
osophers meant in his great statement: 
“A little philosophy (or reason) in- 
clineth men’s minds to Atheism, but 
depth of philosophy (or reason) will 
bring them back to religion again”. 
Dryden has the same idea in his fam- 
ous stanza: 


“A little learning in a dangerous thing; 
Drink deep, or touch not the Pierian 


Spring. 

These shallow draughts intoxicate the 
brain, 

While drinking largely 
again.” 

Really deep thinking reveals the phil- 
sophic, even scientific; absolute neces- 
sity for a revelation from God, and the 
truth of the Christian religion as found 
in the Bible. Science and philosophy 
can do much to relieve the want and 
woe of the world, but can never wash 
away the sin stains of the soul. If any 
one thinks there are no sin stains on 
the soul, he has not observed very 
closely or thought very clearly in that 
direction. We hunger for happiness 
and we long for rest, but evil mingles 
bitter with every cup of sweet. In 


sobers us 


vain the poet inquires of the serene 
and lovely moon: 


“Hast thou not seen some spot, 
Where miserable man 

Might find a happier lot?” 

And again of his own soul: 


“Is there no happy spot, 
Where mortals may be blest; 
Where grief may find a balm, 
And weariness a rest?” 


How many souls have imploringly 
sought the same answer, but to what 
human being, outside of the Bible, has 
yet come more than the echo of his 
own words in reply? Man’s need, and 
God’s power, make the Bible, and the 
Christian religion it reveals, an ab- 
solute necessity. To real science, true 
philosophy, deep thinking, anything 
short of the Bible and its divine reli- 
gion, God’s way for sinful man out of 
his soul trouble, is impossible, really 
unthinkable. Sir Isaac Newton, prince 
of philosophers, discoverer of the great- 
est scientific principle of the ages, said: 
“IT account the Scriptures of God to 
be the most sublime philosophy.” 
Nothing shallow about that. It is one 
of the deepest, most profound, mere 
human sayings ever uttered. 
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The Reds— Foul Destroyers of the Russian Nation.

N ancient times the tribes of what 

is now known as Russia were com- 
monly called Scythians. Little has 
come down to us of their history. But 
it is generally agreed by trustworthy 
historians that they were barbaric nom- 
ads, wandering from place to place as 
caprice, or fortune, demanded. About 
the seventh century A. D., however, 
some semi-civilized tribes, of Slavonic 
origin, roaming in the northern part of 
Russia, bestirred themselves to become 
a nation. Possessing no competent men 
of their own who could form a govern- 
ment, they sent a delegation to solicit 
Prince Rurick, in the land of Russ, to 
become their King. He responded to 
their plea; and this event was the be- 
ginning of the Russian nation. 


The history of all nations is inex- 
tricably woven around their religious 
life. To know the religious background 
of a people is to understand their so- 
cial and moral standing. And since 
paganism was the religion of these an- 
cient tribes, it is easy to see they could 
not have existed long together as a po- 
litical unit unless dominated by a reli- 
gion superior to nature worship and 
superstition. 


In the meantime Christianity had 
been making considerable headway in 
southern Russia, with the resultant con- 
version of many influential individuals, 
some, even, among the royalty. King 
Vladimir was one of these. He saw at 
once that this was the religious faith 
that Russia needed. And if they nee1- 
ed it they should have it. Accordingly 
in 988 A. D., by his order, all Russians 
were baptized into the Christian 
Church, and Russia was set up as a 
nominal ‘Christian nation. 


Such a complete reversal of reli- 
, gious persuasion—from paganism to 
Christianity—was bound to produce a 
radical effect upon the future develop- 
ment of that country. Immediately, 
Christian culture, architecture, and so- 
cial relationships were introduced. 
Combined they exerted so profound an 
impression upon her people that in the 
next few centuries Russia became one 
of most prominent nations in the 
world. 


It should be remembered, though, 
that this new faith was that of the 
Greek Orthodox Church. And what the 
Russian nation adopted as their State 
Religion was not New Testament Chris- 
tianity, with its regenerative power, but 
a ritualistic, idolatrous, superstitious 
system of priestcraft. Outwardly it was 
adorned with the gorgeous trappings 
of wealth, and political preferment, but 
inwardly it was corrupt and moth- 
eaten. 


Herein was the underlying cause for 
the retardation of Russia’s development 
and growth as a nation. Her people 
were held in subjection by this sinister, 
religious oligarchy, forbidding them 
any degree of freedom, either in the 
realm of culture or government. The 
majority lived in ignorance and servi- 
tude. Naturally such rigorously im- 
posed conditions of life prevented the 
people from gaining moral and spiritual 
character. Politically they were mere 


slaves to the State through the machi- 
nations of the Church. It is no wonder 
that when the old Czarist regime was 
beginning to totter, these self-same 
people became easy prey to the cun- 
ningly contrived devices of Marxists 
propagandists. Bolshevism gained the 
ascendancy by turning the tide of dis- 
content to its own advantage, and, in 
turn, began its wholesale debauchery of 
the populace through the most gigantic 
tyranny of injustice the world has ever 
seen. - 

The Red rule in Russia was greeted 
at first with great enthusiasm on the 
part of her citizens. But when the vail 
had been torn aside, and they saw its 
brutality, and felt the fearful agony 
of its scourge, they rebelled against it 
with all the pent up fury of a caged 
lion, but it was to late. The Reds ruled 
with an iron hand. The opposition was 
silenced as only fiends from hell know 
how to silence it. Rebellion was 
crushed as one would step on a viper. 
The Reds controlled the army. They 
controlled the press. They controlled 
everything and everybody! To resist 
meant death. Millions resisted, and 
millions were foully murdered. No na- 
tion in the history of humanity has ever 
suffered the excruciating agonies that 
Russia has from this viperous brood. 
The recitation of these unspeakable 
crimes against innocent, and peace-lov- 
ing people would revolt the seared and 
deadened conscience of a Herod or a 
Nero. 

The Bolshevicks found at the very 
outset of their bloody reign that the 
smoldering resentment of the older peo- 
ple could not be allayed. It must be 
combatted, otherwise their rule could 
not be maintained. What should they 
do? They answered by inaugurating 
the most stupendous reign of terror 
known to history. Millions upon mil- 
lions of adults were murdered, exiled, 
thrown into prison, or starved to death! 
All this that they might gain control 
of a new generation of youths, and 
mold them into a conglomerate mass of 
ungodly, rebellious, revolutionary inter- 
nationalists! 


How well the Reds are succeeding 
in their nefarious task, and to what an 
extent they are damaging the Christian 
cause in Russia, is dramatically set 
forth in the following extract from a 
Russian refugee in Harbin, Manchuria. 
He is a Gospel preacher who with his 
wife and family escaped from the 
clutches of the Reds. He says: 


“Trying times come upon all the 
world. The work of God in Russia is 
almost at the point of death. Gospel 
services in many places are forbidden. 
Preachers are exiled, shot, or dying 
from starvation. Pioneer leaders are 
passing away, the younger ones, under 
pressure of the Red terror, are giving 
up the faith and yielding to Atheism. 


“The sufferings of the Russian peo- 
ple during the past 15 years have been 
so terrible that it is hardening the rest. 
Starvation is rampant. An American 
doctor wrote that in the past six months 
of this year (1933) 1,000,000 people 
died of starvation! Because of the in- 
tensity of their sufferings many are be- 


coming Agnostics. They do not believe 
in the Bible, saying: ‘It was written by 
the Jews to their advantage, so that 
they might the more easily enslave us.’ 


“People are considering those that 
die as being more happy than those 
who are alive. Those that live have 
only tears to shed, and their hearts 
are withered away from groaning. 
They refuse to believe in the mercy of 
God, saying: ‘Fifteen years of unceas- 
ing torture, wanderings and death with 
no help in sight from God above or 
from man beneath, is enough to destroy 
any faith.’” F 

Startling as this description is of the 
Red terror as it operates in Russia it 
is only the merest shadow of the stark 
reality. The children suffer equally 
with the older people. Especially is 
this true of those children whose par- 
ents refuse to acknowledge the Bolshe- 
vicks. Against these believers the per- 
secution vents itself without restraint. 
No mercy is shown. They are deprived 
of every proper means of obtaining a 
livelihood. In contrast to the treat- 
ment accorded the Christians a letter 
is quoted showing the humane treat- 
ment given those who are members of 
the Bolshevist party. First, I shall 
quote several excerpts from letters re- 
ceived from preachers in Russia. All 
have been exiled. 


Northern Russia. “Before we receiv- 
ed your help, myself and my two small 
children were in bed sick from starving. 
Your help enabled us to get some 
food. Praise the Lord we are getting 
better. Children are praying and 
praising the Lord for this deliverance.”

Central Russia. “My wife and four 
children were very weak from starva- 
tion. Begging for bread but I had none 
to give them. Your help came just in 
time. Twenty more months I have to

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be in exile and no outside help, unless 
you help us.” A. S. 


Same district. “For a long time we 
were eating nettle grass and potato 
peels. Not enough of even these simple 
things. Our little daughter begged for 
a piece of bread but had none to give 
her. She prayed: ‘Oh, dear God, send 
me a little piece of bread and some 
. gruel.’ ” L. B. 


Many more letters of similar despair 
and appeal come ‘to us. But note the 
difference in the following letter from 
a 15 year old who has become an athe- 
istic Communist Pioneer. She writes 
of her stay in a camp this past summer: 


“A little over a month I am in camp. 
It is very good to be here. We have 
two camps and from our school their 
are 100 children in one and 100 in the 
other. The camps are very pretty. 
Paths strewn with yellow sand; many 
bushes and flowers; near by is a very 
nice forest and a river where we go 
bathing. Our schedule is as follows: 
We rise at 7:00 A. M. Clean and tidy 
ourselves for breakfast which is served 
at 8.00 A. M. We rest from then un- 
til 9:00 A. M. Between 9 and 11:00 we 
are engaged in social work. We read 
papers, magazines and books in order 
to learn what is going on in the world. 
We learn about America. From 11 to 
12:30 P. M. we go bathing. Then lunch. 
Up until 4:00 P. M. we roam in the 
woods, play games and amuse ourselves. 
In for tea, after which we hike all to- 
gether until 8:00 P. M. when dinner is 
served to us. We can stay up until 
10:00 P. M.” 


What a difference, and what a shame 
that such discrimination is made be- 
tween human beings of equal birth and 
equal rights! But such is Bolshevism. 


Bolshevism rampant is Bolshevism 
enthroned, and Bolshevism enthroned is 
Bolshevism triumphant. These wicked 
hosts of Atheism with thirst for 
blood unslaked, and hunger for human 
lives unsatisfied, stalk over the desti- 
nies of 150,000,000 people! None dare 
say them nay. Yet there are some woe- 
fully misguided leaders in our own 
country who would dare to flirt with 
this monster from the pit and join 
hands across the sea. May God forbid 
it! 

As you have perused this article, dear 
Defender Readers, the challenge comes 
to you to rally without delay to the 
standard of Christ against this avowed 
enemy of His. The times demand your 
outspoken support to resist this menace 
of modern civilization. God is calling 
upon you to pray for your afflicted 
brethren in Russia. To pray unitedly 
that this foul destroyer of a nation 
shall itself be destroyed.

9:27) All this will go 
well for three years and a half when 
he will suddenly break the contract and 
turn upon the Jews who will flee from 
his presence in the wilderness, where 
they will have a place prepared of God. 
(Rev. 12:6) Thus at one stroke Satan's 
Man will come into possession of the 
wealth of the Jews and will become the 
world’s financial wizard. 


Rome Being Revived 

In the end time the old Roman Em- 
pire will take the form of ten Kingdoms 
(Dan. 7:24) and these ten Kings will 
give their kingdoms over to Satan’s 
Man. (Rev. 17:17) And in the days of 
these kings shall God’s Man set up a 
kingdom that shall never be destroyed. 
(Dan. 2:44) Thus we see that the final 
conflict will gather around these two 
men; God’s Man, the true Christ and 
Satan’s Man, the Anti-Christ. 

A question presents itself. How 
bring ten nztions in the Mediterranean 
basin together and unite them under 
one man? 
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In the last war England, France, etc. 
were fighting against Germany. It 
was imperative that they get together. 
Who would be their leader? English 
soldiers refused to salute the French 


general, “For’’, said they, “he will put’ 


us into the thickest of the fight and 
send in his cwn soldiers to get the vic- 
tory.” Likewise tie French soldiers re- 
fused to salute the English general. 
Thus it was impossible to bring the ar- 
mies under one head. However when 
Russia quit fighting, over one million 
German soldiers were free to fight on 
the allied front. At once all differences 
were dropped and the allies went un- 
der one man, General Fosch. 

It will be thus in the end time. Rus- 
sia, Germany and several other nations, 
seeing the unbounded wealth of the 
Holy Land will march upon it to “take 
a spoil, and to take a prey”. Let us 
remember that until recent years, 
Palestine was a rocky waste, but now 
her land annually produces millions of 
boxes of the finest oranges, and the 
chemical wealth of the Dead Sea runs 
into the billions of dollars. 

The march of Russia upon Palestine 
will call for a united front and the ter- 
ritory of the old Roman Empire will 
come together under one man. Eng- 
land will line up with all her “young 
lions”. England’s young lions are no 
doubt her colonies such as Canada, the 
United States, ete. 

Russia’s march upon Palestine brings 
God into the fray, and five-sixths of 
Russia’s army will be destroyed. (Ezek. 
38 & 39). This leaves the head of the 
Roman Empire, or Satan’s Man, the 
undisputed Dictator of the world. 


A Religious Dictatorship 

We have seen how Satan’s Man will 
break the depression and become the 
head of the world’s commerce; through 
his dealing with the Jews he will be- 
come the world’s financial wizard; 
through his strife with Russia he will 
be crowned the world’s political dic- 
tator. Only one thing remains to make 
his power complete—corral the reli- 
gions of the world, divert the natural 
instinct to worship toward himself and 
Satan’s ambition is realized!

So as to ferret out 
all opposition he will devise a “mark” 
which will be placed upon the right 
hand or forehead and no man can buy 
or sell unless he is able to display this 
mark. (Rev. 13:16)

First Century Sermon (17:22-32)

Man is di- 
rect offspring of God (v. 29), created, 
not evolved (v. 24,26). 

8.—Unitarianism. (Christ is an or- 
dinary member of race). Christ is the 
Judge of all men, proven divine by His 
resurrection (v. 31). 

9.—Annihilationism. (Death ends 
all). There will be a resurrection of 
the dead; all will be judged and their 
destiny appointed (v. 31-32). 

10.—Universalism. (All will be 
saved). A judgment day coming (v. 
381). If all were saved, no need of a 
judgment. 

11.—Eddyism. (There is no sin). 
All men commanded to acknowledge 
their sins and repent (v. 30). 

12.—Catholicism. (God may be wor- 
shipped through graven images). God 
cannot be represented by man’s de- 
vices (v. 29). 

13.—Modernism. (Service to God con- 
sists in works of reformation and clean- 
ing up of the world). God not in need 
of man’s efforts to help Him out (v. 25)

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DR. HALDEMAN 
| GOES HOME 


OO late for announcement in the Oc- 

tober Defender came the report 
that Dr. Isaac M. Haldeman, Pastor of 
the New York City’s First Baptist 
Church, went to be with the Lord the 
morning of September 26th. He was 
eighty-eight years old. He had occu- 
pied his famous New York pulpit al- 
most fifty years. 


New York City h&s been called “the 
modern Sodom.” But as Abraham la- 
bored in the Sodom of old, so also the 
modern Sodom has been blessed with 
the testimony of some truly great and 
faithful prophets in the present age in 
which we live. No greater voice, or 
mightier pen, ever heralded the warn- 
ings of God than this Warrior who has 
just gone home. What a witness he 
gave to the throngs of people who 
packed his Church Sunday after Sun- 
day, at the corner of Broadway and 
Seventy-ninth Street! 


The life of Dr. Haldeman was one of 
complete devotion to the Bible and 
strict adherence to its teachings. Nev- 
er in the many years of his ministry 
did he depart from utter fidelity to the 
Book which he accepted from the first 
page to the last as the absolute Word 
of God. He was forthright in his ut- 
terances, vastly courageous in his con- 
victions. His fight against Modernism 
was as uncompromising as it was long. 





He had firm and pronounced convic- 





tions. He despised the theater and nev- 
er entered one in his life. In the year 
1910, after word had been circulated 
that he had attended a performance, he 
sent the following paid advertisement 
to a New York newspaper: 


“It having been reported in the news- 
papers that Pastor Haldeman of the 
First Baptist Church, Broadway and 
Seventy-ninth Street, recently attended 
a theater, he takes this occasion to 
deny it as an invention of Satan, 
and to say that he is against the thea- 
ter as he is against all other like agen- 
cies of the Devil.” 

I. M. Haldeman, D. D.” 


Wherever he saw Modernism, he 
struck at it. In 1923 when Cornelius 
Woelfkin, Pastor of another New York 
Baptist Church, declared himself a 
Modernist, Dr. Haldeman branded him 
“an infidel’? and said: “only one of the 
ninepins the Devil is knocking down.” 
He said that Harry Emerson Fosdick 
was “dangerous because he uses ortho- 
dox phrases which he does not mean.” 
Fosdick’s late books were called “a 
ay pare effort to destroy the 

ible.” 


Dr. Haldeman called the Roman Cath- 
olic Church “the most intolerant reli- 
gious system on the face of God’s land,” 
and in 1928 when Herbert Hoover and 
Alfred E. Smith were campaigning for 
the Presidency, he said: “I lift up my 
hands to Heaven and pray that we shall 
never see the shades of papism across 
the chair once occupied by George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson and 
John Adams.” 


The year before he had said: “The 
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Starving Christians In Russia Appeal To American Brethren For*Help 


position of Catholic imperialism and 
the Protestants’ struggle against that 
imperialism is clearly foretold in the 
Bible. It is our duty to fight as we 
have not fought before. We have foes 
to meet on every side.” 


Cards and dancing, along with the 
theater, were “worldly and do harm” 
he said; the modern theological college 
was a menace and a peril to the 
Church; feminism in the pulpit was re- 
garded by him as being out of Scriptur- 
al order. “Feminism”, he said, “is that 
widespread disease that is putting 
women out of their place.” 


He said that “Modernism has never 
converted a soul, it has never produced 
a revival, it has never established a 
church,” and two years ago, when he 
called from his pulpit for a showdown 
on certain Modernist leaders, his con- 
gregation rose to a man to support his 
position. 


He looked forward to “complete ac- 
cord and understanding between Jews 
and Gentiles” and said that “when the 
glorious time comes when the Jews 
will be called together in Jerusalem 
to hail the second advent of Him, no 
longer will they be without a nation, no 
longer will they have the rebuke of peo- 
ples of the earth.” 


His writings have circled the globe. 
Whether in writing or speaking, his 
words were always carefully chosen and 
forceful. No one ever had cause to 
question where this man of God stood 
on any moral or spiritual issue.

4 tire only logical explanation for the 
origin of Communism is to be found 
in the 24 secret documents comprising 
the volume known as “The Protocols of 
the Wise Men of Zion.” The entire Com- 
munistic conspiracy to overthrow the 
Gentile nations of the world is recorded 
as an international plot in this book. 
Though it is unpleasant to face the 
stubborn facts, yet it is well known 
that Communism is the product of the 
diseased brains of certain international 
Jewish leaders and bankers.

Exactly as the Protocols indicate, the 
economic break-down is resulting in 
world-wide Communistic ravages, 
strikes, industrial upheavals, and po- 
litical chaos.

For some strange reason Mr. Ford, in 
the parlance of the street, “backed 
down”. At the time of his turn-about- 
face the Moody Bible Institute Month- 
ly said (September 1927): “This con- 
fession, (Mr. Ford’s statement) in our 
opinion, is another link in the chain of 
prophecy. As we read it we were im- 
pressed that the great millionaire went 
further than the circumstances of the 
case required him to go. To put it in 
another way, we do not believe the 
editor of the Independent, Mr. Ford’s 
paper, was either as foolish or as wick- 
ed as the confession of its proprietor 
would make him appear. We believe he 
had good grounds for publishing some 
of the things about the Jews which he 
did publish, and that whether Mr. Ford 
was aware of it or not, he, Mr. Ford, 
might have found corroborative evi- 
dence thereof had he looked for it. In- 
deed, the pressure brought to bear upon 
Mr. Ford to make his confession was in 
itself such corroborative evidence. This 
pressure came from the Jews all over 
the world, and in the face of it Mr. 
Ford was panic-stricken. He is one of 
the richest men in the world, and of

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“I probably had more power than per- 
haps any other man did in the War; 
doubtless that is true.” 


While President Wilson was being 
praised for “keeping us out of war,” 
Bernard Baruch professed to know that 
we were sure to enter the struggle 
against Germany. Here are his words 
to the Committee of Congressmen: “I 
can tell you something that may be 
of interest, and that is probably what. 
you want to know. I had been very 
much disturbed by the unprepared con- 
dition of this country, so much so that 
I was one of the first men to support 
General Wood in the Plattsburg en- 
campment, and I think he will admit 
I gave him the first money and told 
him whatever he did I would guarantee 
to stand behind that movement, which 
happily only took a few thousand dol- 
lars so far as I was concerned, having 
caught the public approval and it went 
ahead, and in that relation natural- 
ly one had to think about the mobiliza- 
tion of the industries of the country, 
because people do not fight alone with 
their hands; they have got to fight 
with things.” 


Mr. Baruch admitted to Congress that 
as far back as 1915 he knew we would 
enter the War. Congressman Graham 
asked: “That was about 1915, was it 
not?” To which Mr. Baruch answered: 
“Yes, 1915; and I had been thinking 
about it very seriously, and I thought 
we would be drawn into the war. I 
went off on a long trip, and it was while 
on this trip that I felt there ought to 
be some mobilization of the industries, 
and I was thinking about the scheme 
that practically was put into effect ani 
was working when I was chairman of 
the board. When I came back from 
that trip I asked for an interview with 
the President. It was the first time I 
had seen the President since his elec- 
tion, so far as I can remember now.” 


The quotation from the Congression- 
al Record continues: 


Mr. Graham—“Did the President ex- 
press any opinion about the advisability 
of adopting the scheme you proposed?” 


Mr. Baruch—“J think I did most of 
the talking. I do not remember what 
the President said on that subject, but 
I think it can be best seen as expressed 
in the bill.” 

Mr. Graham—“Did you impress him 
with your belief that we were going to 
get into the war?” 

Mr. Baruch—“Yes; I thought we were 
going to get into the war. I thought 
a war was coming long before it did.”

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in 1929 was uncanny. That he and his 
man, Hugh Johnson, had their assets 
liquid and therefore lost nothing while 
fortunes cracked up all around them. 

And then comes this bit of interest- 
ing news: “Baruch did not escape a 
public rebuke from Hoover during the 
1932 campaign. He had been accumu- 
lating gold, much to Hoover’s displeas- 
ure. And so in a campaign speech 
Hoover obliquely referred to a certain 
group of wealthy men who were in- 
dulging in anti-Social tactics, (i. e. 
hoarding gold). A few days later a 
Hoover emissary called on Baruch and 
asked him if he had any answer to 
make. Deliberately, Baruch arranged 
his six-foot-four in a comfortable posi- 
tion. ‘You go back and tell the Presi- 
dent of the United States,’ he finally 
drawled, ‘that if he wants me to an- 
swer a public speech of his he can call 
me by name and I will reply. And the 
day I do I’ll see to it that every con- 
versation we’ve had in the last year is 
published too.’ There were no more 
innuendoes.” 

Fortune says that Mr. Baruch, whose 
pet name is “Bernie”, contributed $53,- 
000 to help elect Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. It says that “he pores con- 
stantly over such weighty tomes as 
Trotsky’s ‘History of the Russian Rev- 
olution.” Another “Baruch Man” is 
Herbert Swope, who accompanied Pro- 
fessor Moley, formerly of the Brain 
Trust, to the London Economic Confer- 
ence. Another is George Peek, the so- 
called “Agricultural Dictator” of the 
present Washington Administration. 
Fortune quotes Mr. Roosevelt as say- 
ing: “I don’t mind if Bernie gives the 
impression he writes all my speeches, 
but I do object to his claiming only the 
best ones.” 

Fortune speaks of the Baruch hatred 
which is said to exist toward Herbert 
Hoover. We read: “His friends tell of 
a Baruchian outburst about Hoover: 
‘That — — fool! I’d like to get him 
alone in a room some time. I’d...I’d 
... ‘What would you do, Bernie?’ 
they asked, thinking of his prowess as 
a boxer. ‘I’d.... I’d trade the pants 
off him.’ As a trader Baruch is an in- 
tuitive genius.” 

Some weeks ago press reports an- 
nounced that Dictator Hugh Johnson 
would resign in November. On October 
9th, the Wichita Daily Beacon said: 
“The National Recovery well under 
way, General Hugh Johnson, national 
administrator, is expected to return to 
agente life late this year, probably to 

succeeded by Bernard Baruch, ac- 
cording to Beacon Washington dis- 
patches. Mr. Baruch long has been an 
intimate friend and advisor of the Pres- 
ident and is heartily in sympathy with 
the program of the administration. He 
likewise was one of the sponsors of 
General Johnson. The ‘first phase’ of 
the recovery program is regarded as 
practically completed. Mr. Baruch, ac- 
cording to reports, will administer what 
is to be known as the ‘second phase’ 
of the program of recovery.” 


European War in 1934 
On October 8, 1988, Mr. Henry Mor- 
genthau, who was a delegate to the 
London Economic Conference, issued 
the following disheartening, but inci- 
sive, statement: “War in Europe in 
1934 seems to me inevitable. It is fore- 


shadowed by signs ominously similar 
to those which were clearly visible in 
Europe in 1913. War would have come, 
I think, during recent months, but for 
twe facts: 

“First—The nations wanted this 
year’s crops in before facing the in- 
evitable test. 

“Second—There has been much talk 
of ‘war guilt... Dominant leaders wish 
to avoid the stigma of ‘aggression.’ 
They have sought what might be made 
to appear, before the eyes of the 
world, ‘just’? cause for a war of ‘de- 
fense.’ 

“When that is found, and it is likely 
to be created, war will break with 
spectacular suddenness. There will be 
no interval permitting mediation. The 
‘hair-trigger’ situation will not permit 
that. 

“During years of anxiety, general 
staffs have perfected plans for a far 
swifter action than was possible 20 
years ago. Planes and standing armies 
will be on the move instantly; mobilized 
millions will be en route almost over- 
night.” 


Mr. Morgenthau undoubtedly has his 
finger upon the European pulse. He is 
absolutely correct in expecting continu- 
ed turmoil. Statesmen do not know 
it, but ten nations are certain to emerge 
within the boundary line of the old 
Roman Empire. Daniel, Ezekiel, and 
Revelation make it clear that Rome 
will be resurrected in the sunset period 
of this age. For this cause, Prophetic 
students will continue to watch with 
increasing interest, the new develop- 
ments and the alignment of the nations 
in Europe. No matter how the changes 
come they will contribute toward the 
final arrangement whereby the Roman 
Empire will be rebuilt and cemented 
into ten kingdoms. 


Out of the chaos a Roman leader 
will appear, called by Daniel “the King 
of the South” because he comes out of 
southern Europe. Mussolini may fill 
that office. It is significant to note 
that Italy’s Dictator now sits at the 
head of Europe’s table, possessing more 
power than any other statesman on the 
continent. 


Leaders are slow to grasp the fact 
that Jerusalem is the key to the whoie 
situation. The Psalmist said: “Pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem.” When the 
Jews return to Palestine, Prophetic de- 
velopments will begin to take absolute, 
concrete form. Both Europe’s League 
of ten nations and the League which 
is evolving in the Orient, will seek to 
possess the Holy Land. And Jerusalem 
will become the cockpit of another 
struggle. 


Hitler’s withdrawal from the League 
of Nations on October 18th was most 
significant. Defender columns have re- 
peatedly called attention to the fact 
that Germany could not remain in the 
European League for the reason that 
she was no part of the old Roman 
Empire. The Rhine and Danube rivers 
constituted the boundary line of Rome. 
Ancient Germania, (modern Germany) 
was beyond these rivers. Therefore 
Germany’s future is to be with the na- 
tions of the North and East. Not with 
Central Europe and the nations of the 
West. This accounts for the antagon- 
ism existing between Hitler and Mus- 
solini.

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DANIEL’S 70TH WEEK. By Cyril 
Hunt. Published by John Ritchie, Ltd.

Many books are being written con- 
cerning the end of the present age.

Instead, it is 
the autobiography of a Christian Jew, 
Dr. A. R. Kuldell, Founder of the Bible 
Institute of Washington, D. C. Every 
page fairly bubbles with the human 
interest element of a great life. 

Dr. Howard A. Kelly of Baltimore 
has written the following introduction: 
“The Author, like many of our Hebrew- 
Christian friends, is equipped with a 
knowledge of the Old Testament which 
seems spontaneous in the very blood of 
the race and then to be accentuated by 


the wonderful upbringing of our Jewish 
brethren. His Christian faith also 
highly illuminated by the Old Testa- 
ment is virile, as is his eagerness to 
communicate something of the grace 
that is given him to his fellows.” 


The “I” does not figure at all in these 
pages. There is no affectation in the 
Author’s modesty. He tells his story 
primarily at the request of the students 
in his classroom. He goes back to his 
boyhood days in Russia, tells of the in- 
fluence of the ancient Talmud upon his 
life, describes many of the heart break- 
ing difficulties which all Jews encounter 
when they forsake Judaism and come 
to Christ. Record is made of a remark- 
able “Healing in Answer to Prayer.” 
Doctrinal discussions follow showing 
how his grasp upon Christian truth 
gradually enlarged, teaching is given 
on the “Fullness of the Holy Spirit”, 
journeys abroad to Germany and Eu- 
rope come in later years. The caption 
“When Billy Sunday Came to Town” 
is particularly striking. The Author’s 
whole life appears to be one of positive 
faith and firm reliance upon God. 


While Dr. Kuldell’s personality is the 
thread that runs through these 229 
pages, yet the Reader forgets the Writ- 
er much of the time and becomes lost 
in the heavy Biblical, scholarly, histori- 
cal and prophetic subjects which are 
discussed. For instance, turning to 
page 103 we find this question, “How 
do we know we are living in the last 
days of our dispensation?” The Au- 
thor is explaining the force which pro- 
phetic revelation came to wield upon 
his mind and inevitably plunges into 
a helpful discussion of the doctrine of 
the Lord’s return. In like manner 
many Christian doctrines are treated 
in a unique and scholarly way.

THE COMING KINGDOM. By Nan- 
cy H. Griffin. Published by Author. 
Pages 28. Price 15 cents. 

You often hear it said: “Let the Bi- 
ble speak for itself.” This little book- 
let is largely a compilation of Scripture 
verses systematically arranged and ar- 
tistically printed dealing with the pre- 
existence, virgin birth, life, death, 
resurrection, ascension and return of 
Christ. The first six pages are taken 
up with a lovely poem of thirty-eight 
verses entitled: “The Coming King- 
dom.” The cover is gorgeously printed 
in no less than ten colors.

“10 NIGHTS IN A BAR-ROOM.” By 
T. S. Arthur. Published by The Church 
Press. Pages 48. Price 10 cents. (15 
copies $1.00) 

This book was, in the days of the old 
saloon, to liquor what “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” was to slavery. Beyond doubt 
it is the world’s greatest temperance 
classic. More than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago it helped to stir the slumber- 
ing conscience of the American peo-

ple against the liquor traffic. The story 
centers around a drunkard by the 
riame of Joe Morgan. It shows what 
heartaches, sorrow, and crime that one 
filthy saloon brought to a law-abiding 
community. It is a fascinating produc- 
tion that holds the Reader’s interest to 
the end. Our memory needs to be re- 
freshed concerning what a curse the old 
saloon was. 


Be it said to the everlasting glory of 
Prohibition that the 18th Amendment 
closed more than 177,000 such spawns 
of iniquity. This booklet brings the old 
book to the Reader in abridged form. 
The reducing of the text to 48 pages 
was done by Mr. Bernard M. Farson 
of Glendale, California. He did his 
work well and retained the meaning of 
the entire story eliminating only those 
portions that are of no particular value 
at the present time. Give this booklet 
fifty million circulation and the Tem- 
perance battle will be won again in 
spite of all that Wet and corrupt poli- 
ticians can do.

Dr. Williams knows prophecy. He 
also knows how to clothe his thoughts 
with incisive and understandable lan- 
guage.

Wight. Published by The Defender 
Publishers. Pages 50. Price 25 cents. 


Christians of the first century did 
not fear departure from this life. They 
looked forward to the change with en- 
thusiastic expectation. Paul knew that 
the time of his departure was near at 
hand and he said: “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith: henceforth there is laid 
up for me a crown of righteousness.” 

But with the passing of the centuries 
and the periods of spiritual declension 
which have blighted the church, much 
of this original knowledge and Apos- 
tolic certainty has been lost. So much

The final World War Lord who is 
called the Beast, will exercise power 
over the ten dictators of Europe. They 
will agree as “one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength unto the 
Beast.” See Revelation 17:12-18. 

Sincere Jews will be tricked by their 
renegade leaders into accepting the 
Beast as Israel’s Messiah and the seat 
of his government will most likely be 
Jerusalem. Ezekiel says that before 
his bloody reign comes to an end, he 
will turn against Israel and will ex- 
terminate two-thirds of the living Jews 
of the world. 


War in the Orient 


Conditions are even more tense in 
the East than in Europe. Japan and 
Russia can not both continue as great 
powers in the Orient. They hate each 
other too deeply. One will have to go 
down. Both are now stirred with war 
hysteria. 

It was back in 1918 that Russia be- 
gan building its war machine. A year 
ago, or even six months ago, she was 
not ready for conflict. But with fever- 
ish speed, preparations have gone for- 
ward and today the Reds have the 
largest and best equipped army in the 
world. 

Moreover, the apostate Jewish dicta- 
torship in Moscow has no love or feel- 
ing for the poor Russian masses over 
whom they rule. They hate their sub- 
jects. The life of a Russian means no 
more to the 745 Soviet Jews who con- 
trol Russia than that of a dog. 


I talked with a Russian last week 
who escaped from his country follow- 
ing the Revolution. He told me that 
he saw no hope for his people because 
they are kept in a state of constant 
fear by the waves of terror directed 
from Moscow through the system of 
secret police which reaches into every 
part of the Empire. He estimates that 
no less than twenty million Russians 
have been slaughtered by the Reds 
since the butchering of the Czar. He 
said if one Red was killed anywhere 
over Russia, that one hundred innocent 
Gentiles were immediately put to death 
as a reprisal and a warning to the peo- 
ple, to fear Moscow representatives no 
matter how horrible thei» outrages 
committed in a town or village. 

He told how an aged relative of his 
was driven insane by tortures suffered 
at the hands of the secret police who 
invaded his village. His only crime was 
the fact that he was a devout Christian 
and a man of some means, before the 
Reds took his money and land, and con- 
fiscated his possessions. 


The savage rulers of Russia will 
think nothing of hurling several mil- 
lion soldiers into eternity in the com- 
ing conflict with Japan. 


Japan in turn must have room for 
expansion. She thirsts for power. She 
is armed “to the teeth”. The last 
thirty days have witnessed the ex- 
change of stinging insults between the 
two countries. Arthur Brisbane, the 
noted columnist of the Hearst papers, 
wrote this flippant editorial a few days 
ago: “Russia accuses Japan of plan- 
ning to seize the Chinese eastern rail- 
way. Japan doesn’t like to be accused, 
at least until a thing is done, and warns 
Russia that ‘diplomatic relations may 
become strained.’ They are strained 


now and the explosion that is expected 
‘somewhere’ may be a Russian-Japan- 
ese explosion.” 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt sends 
Secretary of War Swanson for a jaunt 
through Pacific waters, presumably as 
a warning to Japan, where he has been 
for over a month. The U.S. is girding 
for war with a rapidity equal to that 
of other countries. 

And Mars grins! 

Let the U. S. attend strictly to its 
own business. And leave Europe and 
the Orient to settle their broils accord- 
ing to their own ideas. If the American 
people will humble themselves before 
God and stand resolutely for the great 
moral and Christian principles that 
has made her great, she is so situated 
geographically and prophetically that 
she can escape many of the hellish hor- 
rors soon to fall. 

But Christian people must grip God 
with great earnestness. Every atom of 
moral and spiritual resistance must be 
stimulated into action. Our very foun- 
dations are being undermined. At pres- 
ent we are simply running on the spir- 
itual momentum of the past. We must 
generate new creative power by calling 
unceasingly upon God and at the same 
time disciplining ourselves in matters 
of law, order, morals, religion, and 
temperance. Unless Christians pray 
down a Revival of supernatural, Holy 
Ghost power, there is no hope! 


War Is Hell 

Mr. Bernarr MacF adden, Editor of 
Liberty magazine, expressed his views 
in the following language on October 
21st. It shows the reasoning of a cer- 
tain type of mind with reference to the 
matter of war. Doubtless his editorial 
was read by millions of people. He 
said: 

“War is war! Inhuman. Cruel. 
Pitiless. Brutal beyond all conception. 
It is an orgy of hell-fire. And this na- 
tion should be prepared up to the hilt 
to wage a war that is bloody and brutal 
and as devastating as modern science 
can make it. 

“We should have everything required 
to make war an appalling sample of 
the Satanic realm at its worst. It 
should be so horrible to contemplate 
that the face of every soldier will 
blanch with fear at the very thought 
of its terrors. 

“Let’s make war hell! 

“And the peace-at-any-price advo- 
cates who would sit supinely and allow 
our nation to be torn with shot and 
shell, our cities sacked, our women 
raped, should be branded as inhuman 


monsters. And all this bunk about 
humanitarianism in war should be 
scrapped. Destruction of every kind 


and any kind—brutal, horrible, mon- 
strous, terrifying—should be used and 
carried to the very limit. 

“Yes, let’s make war hell! And then 
some!! If it cannot be avoided.” 

Through the ages, humans have 
found one cause or another to justify 
the war spirit. It will be thus until the 
end. Our hope is to know the Prophe- 
cies and thereby understand the de- 
velopments of the nations. 

Our fort of protection is to make 
sure that we are of those symbolized 
as the “wise virgins” who will be trans- 
lated just before the last great storm
